MADISON, Wit., March 22.— The 
most important change in the work­ 
men's compensation act which the 
legislature has been asked to make 
is that which abrogates contributory 
negligence as a defense for employ­ 
ers. 
Tho defense has already 
been 
abrogated as to employments under 
the compensation act 
in 
Arizona, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, New' Jersey, 
Rhode Island and Ohio. 
California, Illinois, Kansas, Neva­ 
d a and Washington have substituted 
the doctrine of proportional or com­ 
parative negligence, while in 
New 
Hampshire the burden of proof for 
contributory negligence is placed up­ 
on the employer. 
According to the industrial com­ 
mission, at whose request the entire 
law has been re-written, contributory 
negligence is the most important of 
the employers’ common law defens­ 
es and its abrogation will serve to 
bring all employers in hazardous em­ 
ployments under 
the compensation 
act. 
It is pointed out that inasmuch 
as 4 4 per cent of the hazards in these 
employments are already under the 
act no hardship is placed upon tho 
employer. 
Another important feature of the 
new bill is that which provides for a 
definite compensation 
for 
all acci­ 
dents that can be degnitely defined. 
The purpose is to make the com­ 
pensation more certain, to make the 
law easier of administration and to 
save litigation and expense. 
It 
is 
pointed out that the present provi­ 
sion of the law is theoretically cor­ 
rect but that it is very difficult to 
determine the exact amount of the 
loss of wage as the result of injury. 
Hereafter, if the new' bill becomes 
a law, employers will have to elect 
to stay outside the act instead of to 
come under it. 
This it is said, will 
serve to bring the majority of Wis­ 
consin’s employers 
of labor under 
tho act.

BILL FOR WHITE SLAVE PROBE 


Senator from Superior Has 
Another Measure Which 
Provides Thorough 
Inquiry 


MADISON, Wis., March 22.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— In a six line bill, bearing the 
number 355S, is contained an idea, 
the successful working out of which, 
it is claimed, would do more 
to­ 
wards the stamping out of vice and 
the white slave traffic than anything 
that could be enacted into law. 
The measure is one introduced by 
Senator Linley of Superior and pro­ 
vides that all property used for pur­ 
poses of prostitution be forfeited to 
the state. 
J H-atil Blow to Vice 
A similar measure has been in­ 
troduced in the 
assembly 
by 
Mr. 
Frederick and at a recent hearing on 
the bill the statement was made that 
the minute it became a law all se­ 
gregated districts would be w iped out 
and tfice w’ould receive a death blow. 
It was argued that by going to the 
root of the evil, as the measure pro­ 
poses, white slave investigations, now' 
on in Illinois and proposed in this 
and several other states, would be 
unnecessary. 
The bill simply says that “the ti­ 
tle to all real property hereafter used 
in whole or in part for the purposes 
of prostitution for a period of 
six 
months in any one year, shall escheat 
to and become the property of the 
state of Wisconsin, and the right, 
title and interest of all persons in 
said property forfeited to the state 
of Wisconsin.”
